MRS. EHRMAN’S SUIT. 


SHE WANTS STUMPAGE FROM THE 
EEL RIVER MILL COMPANY. 


Plaintiff? Claims She Has Been Paid 
for About Eight Million Feet, 
but the Contractors Cut Off Over 
Seventeen Million More Feet for 
Which She Asks Damages.

EUREKA, April 20.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Mrs. Irene Ehrman of Los An- 
geles has commenced suit against the 
Eel River Valley Mill and Lumber 
Company of this county for $25,000 al- 
leged to be due for stumpage on the 
tract of timber land owned by her on 
Eel. River. 

The mill company, of which Pollard 
& Dodge, a San Francisco lumber firm, 
are the head, entered into a five-years” 
contract to cut all the redwood timber 
from a quarter-section of land, paying 
her $1.50 per 1000 feet for lumber mainu- 
factured from same. The contract 
ended last May, when the plaintiff had 
been paid for about eight million feet, 
but she now alleges fraud, and claims 
that the company, cut over seventeen 
million feet more than she has been 
paid for, and for which no accounting 
has been made. -

Regulators Propose to 
Control Voting. 


A Desperate Conflict Looked 
for at Opelousas. 


Antis Armed to the Teeth Will 
Resist Invasion. 


Arrangements for Seating Delegates 
at the Sacramento Convention, 
Twentieth District Populists. 
A.P.A. Attack on McKinley. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRD; 
OPELOUSAS (La.,) April 20.—At this 
hour (3 p.m.) 600 armed men of both 


Over two hundred and fifty regulators 
armed with Winchester rifles have sur- 
rounded the town, and their ostensible 
object is the capture of the courthouse. 
On the vote of the Opelousas ward de- 
pends their success or defeat in the 
parish, and they are. concentrating 
their efforts here. They realize that if 

a full vote is polled the combine will 

The report came to this place carly 
today. that the regulators were assem- 
bled at Belleview bridge, three miles 
south-of town. At 10 @clock arrivals 
from the country reported that 200 men 
on. horseback and armed with Win- 
chesters, shotguns and pistols, were 
gathered there and were planning an 
invasion of the town. Upon the re- 
ceipt of this news the combined people, 
or anti-regulators, began to assemble 
around the courthouse square armed to 
the teeth and prepared to resist the in- 
vasion. The Sheriff ~was in town when 
the news first arrived, but he did not 
attempt to go and disband the armed 
body of men. District Judge W. C. 
Perrault rode out to the camp of the 
regulators and endeavored by persua- 
sion to get them to disband, but his 
efforts availed nothing, This afternoon 
Diomedes Durio, a leading planter; O. 
M. Thompson, Clerk of the District 
. Court, and five or six friends, were in 
front of Durio’s house. — 

“Tl was under @ tree with my chil- 
dren near me,” said Durivo. “Suddenly 
‘thirty regulators, led by one Reed, 
passed my ‘house. They stopped behind 
a clump of treeg,. en went out into the 
field. to see 


me. My friends came to my assistance, 
and we returned ten or twelve shots, 
We then laid down, and the regulators 
fired fully fifty shots at us, shooting my 
horse:in ‘two places. Half of them 
then ran away. The others remained 
behind in a group, and appeared to be 
helping some one on a horse. I don’t 
know whether we hurt any of them or 
not. We sent word to-town for rein- 
forcements, but when the boys came 
the regulators vf2re out of sight.” | 

Thompson corroborated Durio’s story. 
It is rumored that two regulators were 
shot and one killed. It is impossible to 
verify the rumor. 

LATER—It is now stated positively 
that one regulator, Alice Reed, was 
killed and another mortally wounded 
in the skirmish at Durio’s, three miles 
from here, this morning. 

At 11:30 o’clock tonight the town is 
quiet. Armed squads are on duty at 
every road entering the place, and the 
courthouse is a perfect arsenal. The 
Washington, Louisiana, boys, who came 
down to fight with the citizens against 
the regulators. have hurried home. 
A courier brings the news that 
Washington is_ being surrounded, and 
that the regulators are creating con- 
sternation among the inhabitants of 
Bellaire cave. All day long there has 
“not been a State of parish Officer, not 
even a constable, in town. It is impos- 
sible for a town to be in a more martial 
state, It is believed now that the regu- 
lators will not come -into town until 
morning. There are 150 armed men 
waiting for them. The District Attor- 
ney has sent in word that his regulators 
will enter town tomorrow. and that he 
has twenty Winchesters at his back to 
say “No negro shall vote.” 

The anti-regulators declare they will 
hold the courthouse if its hall runs with 
blood. The regulators have moved back 
a milevor two in the country from King 
Bridge. The trouble in Opelousas grew 
out of an effort on the part of white 
Democrats to prevent registration of. 
the negroes. A military company was 
sent there and the negroes all regis- 
tered. They are in the majority and 
the movement of the regulators or 
white supremacy crowd now is intended 
to prevent the negroes from voting to- 
morrow. 

SILVER MEN IN THE SADDLE. 

MONTGOMERY (Ala.,) April 20.—The 

silver men of Alabama are in ‘the saddle 
here today. They will control the Dem- 
ocratic State Convention tomorrow, and 
it is apparent that they will place the 
Democracy of this State on a 16-to-1 
silver platform. Joseph J. Johnson of 
Jefferson county will be nominated. for 
Governor by a vote of 356 to 148, al- 
though this does not represent or ap- 
proximate the vote that will be cast on 
the free-silver proposition. 
Many of the Johnson delegates are 
sound-money men, who supported Capt. 
Johnson because of his presumed avail- 
ability, good capacity and valiant party 
service. There is undoubtedly a safe 
majority for the 16-to-1 ratio, and un- 
less something unlooked for happens, 
the plank will be inserted. 

SOMEWHAT REMARKABLE. 
PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) April 20.—The 
County Republican Convention which 
met today to select delegates to St. 
Louis was a remarkable one. The two 
wings clashed together, resulting in a 
split, and pandemonium reigned, ' The 
delegates stamped, strong language 
prevailed and the wildest scenes were 
enacted.

GOOD NEWS FOR OIL MEN, 


NO MORE COAL WILL BE USED 
SOUTH OF FRESNO. —~ 


The Southern Pacific Experiments 
Have Proved Very Satisfactory. 
Should the Supply at Los An- 
geles Prove to Be Permanent 
Further Use Will Be Made of It. 


+ (BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 


Dispatch.) The Southern Pacific Com- 
pany for some months, past has been 
experimenting with petroleum as a sub- 
stitute for coal as fuel on its locomo- 
tives, and the officials in the general 
office are so pleased with the result of 
the experiment they have decided to 
do away with the use of coal entirely 
on all locomotives operated by the com- 
pany south “of Fresno. 

W. G. Curtis, engineer of the mainte- 
nance-of-way department, said the un- 
certainty of the permanency of the oil 
supply in Southern California had 
caused the company to hesitate before 
equipping all its locomotives with tanks 
and spraying devices, but it has been 
decided to use oil in lieu of coal on both 
the San Joaquin and Los Angeles di- 
visions without further delay. “Should 
the supply of oil turn out to be unlim- 
ited,” he added. ‘‘we will use it all over 
the Pacific system. We have been ex- 
perimenting with the new fuel for some 
time past and the results have justified 
the change. It has been found that the 
use of petroleum effects a considerable 
saving to the company. 

“The oil pumped from wells at Los 
Angeles is dense and heavy and can 
only be burned by spraying it over a 
hot flame. We are also getting oil 
from wells at Summertand, which is 
even heavier than the Los Angeles oil. 
The storage plant to be erected at Los 
Angeles will be so arranged that tank 
wagons from the wells can drive up an 
incline and deposit the oil in big re- 
ceiving tanks. From these tanks the oil 
will descend to smaller tanks equipped 
with a compressed-air device for forc- 
ing oil into tanks on the tenders of lo- 
comotives. 

“The permanency of the oil supply at 
Los Angeles is a question which we 
have taken into consideration in figur. 
ing on the advisability of a change, 
Whether or not the supply is limited is 
a question just now in dispute. Mr. 
Watt, the field geologist of the Califor- 
nia State Mining Bureau, has publicly 
declared that the oil fleldsiof Los Ange- 
les have been relieved of one-third of 
their entire supply. I think myself that 
he has underestimated the extent of the 
supply. Until the company is convinced 
that the supply is not liable to be ex- 
hausted in a hurry we will continue to 
use coal as a fuel.on all our engines 
north of Fresno.”

During the morning hour a 
joint resolution for the appointment of 
Gen. Franklin, Representative Steel, 
Gen. Bale and Gen. Henderson as mem- 
bers of the board of managers of the 
National Soldiers’ Home, was adopted 
without debate. 

Senator Cannon of Utah introduced a 
bill for construction near Washington 
of a ground map of the United States 
on the scale of an inch to a mile. 

Senator Mitchell of Oregon gave no- 
tice that on Wednesday next he would 
ask to take up the bill to pension sur- 
vivors of the Indian wars. 

Senator Allison of Iowa followed with 
a report on the Sundry Civil Appropria- 
tion Bill, and said he would seek to take 
it up at the earliest possible day. 

The Indian Appropriation Bill was 
taken up on motion of Senator Petti- 
grew. The pending question related to 
sectarian schools. Senator Carter of 
Montana had offered to amend by strik- 
ing out the provision that no appropria- 
tions should be made t») sectarian 
schools. Senator Peffer made the fur- 
ther amendment directing the Secretary 
of the Interior to provid2 temporary 
schools for any Indian children cut off 
from school facilities by closing secta- 
rian schools. This amendment was 
adopted. 

Senator Cockrell of Missouri offered a 
substitute for the entire proposition. 
The substitute provides for contracts 
with existing schools for 1897 to the ex- 
tent of 50 per cent. of the contracts of 
1895. It adds the following: 

“And it is hereby declared to be the 
_settled policy of’ the government to 
make no appropriations whatéver for 
the education of Indian children in any 
sectarian schools just as soon as it is 
possible for provision to be made for 
their education otherwise, and the Sec- 
retary of the Interior is hereby directed 
to make such provision at the earliest f 
practicable day not later than July 1, 
1898.’ Further consideration of the sec- 
tarian school amendments was deferred 
owing to the absence of Senator Carter. 

There was a sharp criticism on the 
appropriation of various amounts to 130 
lawyers in, connection with the settle- 
ment with the western Cherokee In- 
dians. Senator Chandler pointed out 
the peculiar features of the proposed 
payment. Senator Brown of Utah de- 
clared that it was not only a ‘“‘fraudu- 
lent scheme,”’ but also a “palpable steal. 
clean and unvarnished.” 

Senator Palmer of Illinois asked for 
an explanation of what he thought to 
be “fa palpable fraud on the face.”’ 

Senator Gray of Delaware expressed 
a wish to learn the method of arriving 
at the value of a lobbyist’s services. 

Senator Platt of Connecticut said the 
lawyer referred to was a lobbyist. Pea- 
body, never lobbied a day, but per- 
formed legitimate legal services. 

In the course of a lengthy discussion 
Senator Pettigrew, in charge of the bill, 
explained. that the Cherokees had s 
aside 35 per cent. of their claim of $8 
000 against the government for the 
services of J. W. Bryan and others. 
The Indians had received all their 
share, and this was divided into the 
35 per cent. 

Senator Teller gave a detailed ex- 
planation of the claims; with which he 
‘Was personally familiar. After the In- 
dian discussion had proteeded for some 
time, Senator Peffer asked to have the 
bond resolution laid before the Senate. 

Senator Pettigrew insisted on con- 
tinuing with the Indian Bill. This prom- 
ised to bring a test on displacing the 
resolution, and Senator Peffer, to avoid 
this, sought an amendment for a vote 
on the bond resolution. ° 

“It is utterly impossible.’”’ said Sen- 
ator Call, “‘to say when the Senate will 
conclude, as several Senators have in- 
dicated a purpose to speak. For that 
reason it is impossible to agree now as 
to a*time for a vote,” and he refused

Made Public, 


Ballington and Maud Booth Tell 
Why They Resigned. _ 


Their General and Father Begs 
Them to Consider. 


Allegations and Denials of Over- 
bearing Treatment—Bramwell Re- 
plies to the Complainants—Ex- 
pose of Family Troubles. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 


NEW YORK, Aprii 20.—In making 
public the correspondence bearing on 
the withdrawal of Ballington Booth and 
wife from the Salvation. Army, of 
_which the following is a brief synopsis, 
‘Frederick and Emma _ Booth-Tucker 
say in a letter from the national head- 
quarters of the army at New York: 

“Since the statement of Mr. and Mrs, 

Ballington Booth to the papers on April 
13, and taking into consideration the 
previous charges they have made with 
reference to their alleged non-resigna- 
tion and enforced dismissal, we feel 
that it behooves us to print the follow- 
ing letters. The first of these is the 
letter of resignation, which Mr. and 
Mrs. Ballington Booth sent to the In- 
ternational Headquarters on receiving 
the confirmation of their change of 
command, and contains the whole of 
the alleged ‘twenty-two reasons,’ al- 
though he has not so numbered them, 
for severing themselves from the Sal- 
vation Army. . Again we would 
repeat how deeply we lament the ne- 
cessity for the publication of these let- 
ters. Nothing save the strong sense of 
duty to the comrades committed to 
our “care, and to the many friends 
| whose generous sympathy has been ex- 
tended to our work, could have enabled 
us to sink personal considerations and 
to reveal the truth.” 
. The first letter gives the text of Com- 
mander and Mrs. Ballington Booth’s 
letter of resignation, dated January 31, 
1896, in which they say: 

“First—The general’s action at this 
time when he isso perfectly aware of 
our feelings, is nothing short of a cruel 
move. We are cornered? Brought to a 
-checkmate! The instructions to relin- 
quish our command came to us with- 
out a word from the general himself, at 
a time when he knows we cannot pro- 
claim to the world that ‘we are sure 
our beloved general has planned this 
with far-seeing wisdom,” etc., etc. 
When we cannot say that ‘it is the joy 
of our lives to march in haste at his 
commands,’ etc., etc. Nor. could we 
truthfully say that ‘we believe he loves 
or cares about this country and un- 
derstands its people, and therefore has 
made this move in its interests,’ etc., 
etc. We have to be sincere and cannot 
pen,or speak that which we do not fee) 
~and believe. | 
’ “Second—These instructions came to 


fully understand that we have neither 
the heart nor the confidence to accept 
another appointment. . . Apart from 
the loss of confidence in the general— 
of which we will speak later—there are 
several matters which make it impossi- 
ble for us to take another command 
without violating our own convictions. 
"(1.) We feel that rules are con- 
stantly manufactured and turned out 
which commissioners are tompelled. to 
enforce, though they dre in no wise 
consulted and have nothing to do with 
the making of the same. These rules 
are bringing an endless amount of red 
tape into the movement which will 


to the detriment of the spiritual side. 
They are making of some of the army 
people hard, driving machines, with the 
simple apostolic love and power gone. 
Again, these rules are made in England 
without due consideration to the peo- 
ple and lands into which commissioners 
will have to enforce them. It would 
take too long here to enter into partic- 
ulars, but we are writing with proofs 
of the two most recent volumes of 
rules and regulations in our possession. 
“(2.) We could not take a com- 
mand in a country where the social 
work is being pushed while the spirit- 
ual work is at & low ebb, or is suffering 
therefrom. The work of the army, 
which really ought to commend itself 
to the world, and hold its respect and 
make us the greatest power, is the 
army's spiritual work; but we feel that 
| the social work ‘has, and is, being 
pushed, exploited and boomed, so that 
the people’s eyes are now drawn from 
that side of the army upon which the 
world will be only too glad to turn their 
backs, viz., the spiritual side.” 
‘Third—They say they have, for the 
past four or five years; been left almost 
entirely out of consultation in matters 
pertaining to the work, and it would 
be a continuation of constant friction 
and misery to have to do and enforce 
things upon which: no effort had been 
made first to carry the judgment. For 
example (and they say they quote but 
one of many:) : 
Fourth—It appears to be but a very 
small matter, but to their thinking the 
permitting of sworn-in soldiers to use 
tobacco, is a very vital question. 
Fifth—That any territory which they 
entered for another command they 
would be fettered and shackled at 
every turn, and that the same actions 
of the general toward them would be 
repeated by him on his visiting their 
territory. 
Sixth—While in the United States 
Ballington and wife declare in their 
letter the general showed himself, not 
only unkind and unappreciative per- 
sonally, but he was hard, ill-tempered 
and impossible to please. ‘‘(a) From the 
hour of his arrival he treated us with- 
out fatnerly regard or affection, and 
often with contempt, and that in the 
presence of our own people, who had 
confidence in us and who were watch- 
ing every action. He alienated our af- 
fection from him. (b) He appeared to 
us so utterly inconsistent with regard 
to the swells. According to implicit 
instructions we had notable persons 
on, the platform (though, understand, 
we had never had them on an army 
platform, or given them precedence 
over our own people before.) In many 
places he hardly took any notice of 
the loyal troops who had come miles 
at personal sacrifice’ and expense to 
see him, but went out of his way 
to show consideration and affection 
even to some of these outsiders. 
Then in council, and in particular to 
us privately, he would make out that 
he despised these outsiders, and that 
he had no hope for them. (c) He belit- 
tled the army work, even saying to us 
he ‘could have drawn just as large 
crowds and had just as much success 
without any Salvation Army at all,’ 
and remarked in anger that he ‘would 
have done much better in money if he 
had hired himself out, like the lecturers 
do with an agent to get up his meet- 
ings,’ thus showing that he was utterly 
‘unmindful of the toil and effort of our 
dear officers and soldiers, who had sac- 
rificed, lost rest and worked themselves 
sick to please him and to show him 
something worthy of the army and the 
nation. (d) It became to. us quite evi- 
dent, before he had been long in the 
country, that he did not come to inspect 
the troops; or enter into our battle 
“here, but to express his preconceived 


us when the general and you (?) both- 


‘surely “bring in the mere mechanical. 


} 


and prejudiced ideas, and to ride rough- 
shod over us all. This was painfully 
patent at the first stafl council, where 
he said ‘I’m not going to let you suck 
all the juice out of this plum,’ and 
many other things which caused sur- 
prised comment among the officers. 
(e) He never talked to us or invited 
us to talk to him concerning our diffi- 
culties, trials and plans in the work, 
or its needs, etc. If he asked our opin- 
ion, it was invariably merely that he 
might contradict it and pfove us 
wrong. He would accept the nations 
and opinions of any minister or out- 
sider before ours, and this, mind you, 
concernine capacity of halls, suita- 
bility of cities, to visit people he ought 
to meet, etc., etc., and many other mat- 
ters which these very persons would 
themselves in many instances refer to 
us, from our wider knowledge of the 
country. He utterly refused to receive 
our opinions upon anything until, to 
save constant friction and unpleasant- 
ness, we had to close our mouths. It 
was, indeed, the “ong chapter of 

ointment on our lives.” es 
and Maud Booth 
here ask: “How could we take another 
command, feeling as we do? At first 
we were filled with perplexity, and 
prayed and agonized in spirit before 
God over the whole affair. The only 
light we have received from God is that 
upon the path we have now determined 
to take, namely, to obey your orders 
and resign our command, and then as 
quickly and expeditiously as possible, 
retire. . . The army and its prin- 
ciples are.more than life to us, but we 
cannot serve under the general after 
what we ourselves know and have seen. 

“Kighth—Now, we do not want to 
have to say to the world that we have 
lost confidence. This would, undoubt- 
edly, mean the shaking of thousands, 
and we in no way want to hurt the 
movement. Hence we say emphatically, 
we do not wish any member of the 
family to come out here with a view of 
talking to either of us against our de- 
cision, for it would bring the whole af- 
fair out. Do not say any more on the 
subject, except in writing, and it would 
be far wiser to let it drop. 

“Ninth—It must not be said at any 
time that we have left the army be- 
cause we were unwilling to leave 
America. This would be untrue, as we 
have made no remonstrance, nor have 
we refused. 

‘“Tenth—We feel that we have been 
driven. to this action. No storms, no 
difficulties or sacrifices would have 
made us give up our position in the 
army, but it is impossible to work 
without confidence, and with the heart 
crushed out of us, and equally impos- 
sible to pretend and act as if we had it 
when it is missing.” _ | 

In closing, they ask an early settle- 
ment of the trouble. They disclaim 
intention of having any men leave the 
army, but advise that Col. Eadie be re- 
moved, as he is very unpopular with 
the field staff. 

Bramwell Booth, in replying, ex- 
presses the sorrow with which he re- 
ceived their communication, but says 
they are not straightforward in writ- 
ing as if they had no intimation . of 
Gen. Booth’s intentions from himself, 
as they knew the change was contem- 
plated, and that, so far from not ex- 
pecting them to take another appoint- 
ment, they had been put down for 
months for one of the most important 
commands and positions in the whole 
army. He replies to their other state- 
ments at length, in an earnest manner, 
and asks: “‘Why have you gone on for 
nearly twelve months before stating 
that you had lost confidence in the gen- 
eral, and now renounce it at the mo- 
ment when you do not think 
he is acting wisely in changing your 
appointment?’ He adds that they 
never would have made such things a 
reason for abandoning their position if 
it had not been for the general’s decis- 
ion to change the appointment. & 

The text of Gen. Booth’s letter to 
Ballington Booth is perhaps the most 
interesting of the series, and is, in part, 
as follows: 

International Headquarters, 
LONDON, March 13, 1896. 

My Dear Ballington: I say dear—for 
you are still dear to me. You are my 
son and your mother’s son, who loved 
and toiled for you as you can never 
know, and whose aim and ambition 
was that you might be a faithfui man 
of God and whose dying prayer was, 
that you might stand by me and the 
rest of her children in fidelity to God 
and the Salvation Army. . 

You are, and must be, my son forever. 
Strange and dividing as have been the 
events of the last few weeks, they have 
‘not changed that relationship; far as 
you have ggne in the opposite directicen, 
I cannot contemplate eternal separa- 
tion. Sooner or later we must come 
together again in heart. I cannot en- 
durée the contrary thought. Can you? 

(2.) A full and careful summary of 
your letter of January 31 prepared by 
Bramwell had met me on my voyage 
from India, and since my return I have 
read the letter itself—read it, I need 
not say, in anguish of heart. I>-have 
in times of darkness anticipated some 
of the sorrows which might lie befcre 
me on thig.side “the river,” and have 
braced up my heart to meet them; but 

little did I ever imagine I could be 
called upon to drink this bitter cup. 

(3.) I have also read your letter of 
January 10 and Bramwell’s reply both 

to it and to your letter of resignation. 
I adopt these letters—that is, Bram- 
well’s—in all their essential features, 
I have, however, a great deal more to 
say with respect to vours; but Tf leave 
that over for the hour. You will, I feel 
sure, be presently better prepared to 
consider my answer—and perhaps the 
course of events may enable me to 
make a reply more adequate to the oc- 
casion and more satisfactory to myself, 
.or may make it unnecessary to further 
reply at all. 

4; What I am concerned about at the 
moment is the inquiry as to whether 
you have any just and reasonable 
ground for this strange action which 
you have adopted? And after reading 


fevery word you have written, and 


‘studying the question long and anx- 

iously, I deliberately say that I can 

find no such justification as will stand 

the scrutiny of reasonable men, or, in

5. You cannot be justified in breaking 
the severance of the American wing of 
the army from the parent body. In 
separating yourself from your brothers 
and from your sisters, in going back on 
the dying counsel of your mother, and 
in stabbing your father’s heart and 
leaving him to bleed before a scoffing 
world because you were not consulted 
about orders and other regulations ap- 
plying to other commands, or because 
you thought the social work was un- 
duly exalted in other countries, or be- 
cause I objected to any difference be- 
ing made between our soldiers of Amer- 
ica:and those of other lands on the 
question of tobacco. No! All that you 
could object to, rightly or wrongly, on 
these matters has been there for years 
gone by—was there when, only a few 
weeks ago, you and Maudie were ex- 
alting the army to the skies. 

6. pet are you justified in the course 
you are taking by any action of mine. 
I call heaven and earth to witness that 
I .have not done anything to deserve 
this at your hands. I will say nothin 
more of the forty years I have lov 
and cared for you body and soul, but I 
do say that I have not done, nor ar- 
ranged to do, nor allowed to. be done by 
others, anything to the damage of your 
reputation, or your position, or your 
happiness, or your highest good, I 
have persistently sought our welfare, 
and done all FI could, both as your 
father and your general, to gratify your 
wishes, consistently with the interests 
of the kingdom of God. The causes of 
complaint against me which you so 
painfully parade in your letter can only 
be of modern date—they do not go back

have in me a sleepless and ardent ad- 
mirer. .I can say that I am more than 
your son. . ... You are the spiritual 
Napoleon of the age, and I have never, 
and shall never, allow anything in word 
or deed or officer to pass unrefuted that 
is hurtful to you, or that I know to be 
the opposite to the deeply sincere*and 
transparent motive of your heart. I 
can only ask God to link me closer to 
you.” . Neither can you honestly 
claim to have any just excuse for your 
action in your change of appointment. 
(a) For no one knows better than 
you do that changes among our officers’ 
appointments are a regular part of our 
System. You have ordered other people 
about in virtue of the authority I have 


no right to object to render obedience 
on the same principle. 

(b) You took this command, as you 
took others before it, knowing full well 
that you would be expected to change 


you refused to accept it under these 
conditions, you know also that you 
would never have had it. ; 

(c) You knew this change was in- 
tended for some time past. You and 
Maudie distinctly assented to it when in 
London as far back as 1893. You wrote 
then with reference to it: “We both of 
us meant with every fidelity and sin- 
cerity, what we said to you on Sunday 
about our willingness to fall in with 
your commands and assuredly live up 
to the principles which we hold as sol- 
diers and servants.”

You never said to 
me one word which would lead to an- 
ticipate this difficulty about carrying 
out the changes understood to be com- 
ing on for months gone by. 

(f) You must feel that it is only 
fair to other territorial officers that no 
exceptions should be made with respect 
to this matter. Judged as between, 
say brother and sister, why should the 
Marechale have that  heart-breaking 
struggle in France and her brother re- 
main “for life” in the infinitely easier 
command of the U. S. A. Judged as 
between comrade and comrade, why 
should one man remain in a dark, pov- 
erty-stricken command, while the 
other stays all the time in a compara- 
tively easy one? This was not the’ 
principle of the apostle, nor is it ours. 
(g) You must know that the change 
of command is of the very essence of 
S. A. discipline. If a commissioner 
should say that, for reasons known or 
unknown, I prefer to stay where I-am, 
the captain will say I will stay where 
I am; the soldiers like me and I like 
them; I will not move. In sucha state 
of things: all discipline, nay, all order, 
all real union, would be destroyed. 
Nor are you justified in this ac- 
tion by any treatment you have re- 
ceived since the announcement of your 
orders to farewell. 

(a) The statement that you have been 
“recalled”’ is not true. You have simply 
received notice of a change of appoint- 
ment. The position fixed for you in 
my own mind has been chosen with a 
view to meet your wishes, so far as I 
could consistently do so. I think the 
proposal would have gratified you. 

(b) Similarly, the statement that you | 
have been dismissed, is false. I am sat- 
isfied that every effort dictated by wis- 
dom and affection to avert this calam- 
ity, was made. 

1. Nobody had any power to dismiss 
you but me, and you know it. 

2. To ask you for a plain statement 
of your intentions was not dismissal, 
or anything approaching it.

MAJ. M’KINLEY’S SOUND-MONEY 
RECORD. 


, “When the New York Evening Post 
went delving into Maj. McKinley’s rec- 
ord for his views upon the money ques- 
tion, was it accident or design that 
caused it to avoid his speech at Niles, 
O., in August, 1891?” asks the Chicago 
Post. That was the opening speech of 
his campaign that year—the one with 
which his attitude on the currency 


est accord. 

He premised his statement of his 
own position on the subject with the 
declaration that “the Republican party 
stands in opposition to anything short 
of a full and complete dollar.” For 
himself, he told- how free and unlimited 
coinage of silver meant that the silver 
of the world, worth then “but 80 cents 
the world over,” could be brought to 
the mints of the United States and 
coined into “a full dollar of 100 cents.” 

With fine scorn, almost as keen as 
that employed by the writer of the 
New York Evening Post, and a great 
deal sincere, Mr. McKin- 
ley asked: “Will the  govern- 
ment be as kind to the producer 
of wheat and pay him 20 cents more 
per bushel than the market price?” 
Then he proceeded to analyze the sil- 
ver dollar of that day, August 22, 1891: 
“The silver dollar, now issued under a 
limited coinage, has 80 cents of intrin- 
sic value in it, accredited the world 
over; and the other 20 cents is legisla- 
tive will—the mere breath of Congress. 
That is, what the dollar lacks of value 
to make it a perfect dollar, Congress 
supplies by public declaration and 
holds the extra 20 cents in the treasury 
for its protection.” It is this 20 cents, 
or 30 or 40 cents, as the value of silver 
féll, retained by the government for its 
protection, under the name of seignior- 
age, that the inflationists have clam- 
ored to have coined. 

After this analysis Mr. McKinley 
went on to show how free coinage 
meant the contraction of the volume 
of our money by driving not only gold, 
but the greenback based on gold, out of 
circulation.

All of 
these people are thick-and-thin Cleve- 
land supporters; indeed, every citizen 
of the village, excepting that of the 
dozen families who led the opposition 
against him, still stand by the brother 
of the President, and there is serious 
talk of erecting a new chapel and en- 
gaging him to preach in it. 

A committee of citizens has waited 


‘upon Rev, Cleveland and made a prop- 


osition to him. He is considering it. 
The seceders declare that it will be im- 
possible for them to worship in the 
same church with the people whe 
brought about their pastor’s dismis- 
sal and they are determined that Rev. 
Cleveland shall be the pastor of the new 
church, They claim that:in that way 
alone can he be vindicated in the eyes 
of the world.

Wonderful Effect of the New Raines 
Liquor Bill. 
‘(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS 

NEW YORK, April 20. — Notwith- 
standing the fact that the new Raines 
liquor bill was enforced in this city yes- 
terday, it was possible to buy intoxicat- 
ing drinks. Under the interpretation of 
the Raines law any one with ten bed- 
rooms can open a hotel. Every restau- 
rant-keeper and saloon-keeper who has 
not a barin his room has either secured 
a hotel license, or is trying to secure 
one. The announcement by Chief Con- 
lon that no drinks could be sold in 
hotels without the sale of a bona fide 
meal at the same time did not cause 
this class of “hotel meh” much worry, 
as no oue has yet actually defined what 
a legitimate mealis. In a majority of 
places a sandwich is considered a le- 


gitimate meal, and seemed to warrant | 
.the sale of as much Hquor as the patron 
could drink. 


The saloons over the city were gen- 


erally closed and the letter of the law 


forbidding the sale of drinks in:restau- 
rants was generally observed. In some 
of the uptown hotels there was a thani- 
fest falling-off of the Sunday transient 
dinner trade. This was accounted for 
by the clerks owing to the opening of 
the new “hotels”. In fact, the new 
“hotel” system is looked upon by the 
saloon-keepers as the very. best system 
ever improvised, and the liquor-dealer 
is trying to adjust his business so that 
he can come under the hotel heading. 
The orders for furniture and the work 
of carpenters who are dividing large 
rooms off into half a dozen small ones 
continue to grow, and one hotel man 
said that under the present system it 
would not be a month before nearly 
every saloon in the city would be trans- 
formed into a hotel.

SANITARY SUGGESTIONS BY DOC. 
- TORS IN COUNCIL. 


How to Prevent the Spread of Con- 
tagious Diseases as Discussed 
by the State Board of Hénith, 
The State Sanitary Convention. 

There was anumber of doctors and 

a sprinkling of laymen present at the 

fourth annual session of the State San- 

itary convention held in Y¥.M.C.A. 

Hall yesterday, but if the attendance 


portance of the subjects discussed, the 
auditorium would have been filled to 
overflowing... ‘The convention is held 
yearly under the auspices of the State 
Board of Health, and at its meetings 
the protection of the public health is 
the one subject of debate. 

The morning session was occupied by 
the opening addresses and the election 
of officers for the ensuing year. Dr. C. 
W: Nutting of Etna, Cal., the former 


Davisson of Los Angeles, who is also 
president of the State Board of Health. 
Dr. P. C, Remondino of San Diego, also 
@& member:‘of the State board, was 
elected vice-president, and Dr: C. C. 
Wadsworth of San Francisco, selected 
as second vice-president. Dr. Thomas 
Ross of the Sacramento Board of 
Health, was chosen to act as secretary. 
President Davisson appointed Drs. 
Thomas Ross, W. F. Wiand, and J. R. 
Laine, all of Sacramento, a Committee 

The afternoon’s programme contained 
@ series of eight papers, three of 
which were passed to print without pe- 
rusal because of the absence of their 
authors, Two special papers, one from 
Dr. Herrick of San Francisco, and one 
from Architect Oates of Stockton, re- 
ceived like consideration. : 

Dr. H.. L. Orme of this city read the 
first paper, his subject being “Street 
Cleaning and the Disposal of Garbage.” 
Dr, Orme has corresponded a great deal 
with the members of boards of health 
of other cities, with the result that he 
has formed the conclusion that crema- 
_tion of refuse is the solution of the 
problem. 

Abbott Kelly, in speaking of Dr. 
Orme’s paper, remarked that American 
cities are forty years behind European 
cities in their municipal methods, and 
advocated a civil-service rule for filling 
minor and technical municipal of- 

ces. 

Dr. A. Ey Regensberger of San Fran- 
cisco in a paper on “Yard Sanitation,” 
advanced some startling facts. He in- 
veighed against the miserly dimensions 
yards are made to assume in most 
cities, and quoted the laws of European 
cities on the subject. He further said 
that the keeping of fowls in small yards 
in cities is a fruitful source of diph- 
theria, and suggested that a municipal 


ordinance be passed prohibiting their 
keeping. 


- Dr. P. C. Remondino, in his essay on 


“The Imperative Necessity of Sanitary 
Regulation in Southern California,” 
went deeply into the matter of the 
contagiousness of tuberculosis and 
told of the numbers of ways in which 
persons are exposed to this dread dis- 
ease. . While advocating stringent 
measures, he failed to point out how, 
without absolute inhumanity to the con- 
sumptive, the matter was to be

CARNIVAL COLORS. 


| Gos Angeles Blazing with Red 


Green and Yellow. 


The Most Notable Decoration of 


The Streets Filled with Crowds. 
Active Preparations for the Great 
Fiesta—Chinese Dragon Being 
Groomed for Exhibition. 


The scarlet, green and gold of the 
fiesta colors are speedily swamping the 
city, as the time draws near for the 
coronation of Her Majesty, the Queen. 
The air is alive with fluttering pen- 
nants and streaming banners, and the 
facades of grave, substantial business 
blocks are speedily being tranformed 
under the masses of bright drapery and 
tropical plants which proclaim the ap- 
roach of the carnival. Some of the 
business houses have spared no pains or 
expense in making their decorations 
both tastful and unique, and the gen- 
eral effect so far is much better than 
the street decoration last year. 

The universal small boy is on hand 
with many variations of the fiesta 
whistle, which breaks forth in all its 
hideousness, with a few extra frills by 
way of improvement. One of the fa- 
vorite devices is an imitation of a dia- 
bolical laugh on a@ descending scale, 
while another resembles the squawk of 
a half-strangled duck. The crowds 
surge to and fro, the ever-present tour- 
ist buying everything in sight, and 
every one sporting the carnival colors, 
which blaze in every direction, and 
peep forth from all corners. 

One of the most artistic effects is ob- 
tained by the bold design so success- 
fully carried out by the Los Angeles 
Furniture Company on Broadway. The 
entire entrance is masked in pale 
green, the tall pillars being covered 
with the same color, and the scheme of 
decoration carried up the front of the 
building to the third story. Palm 
leaves are used abundantly in. soften- 
ing every sharp outline, and prove, as 
usual, the most effective of decorations. 
One of the large windows is draped en- 
tirely in yellow. The other window is 


ings are of red and yellow. 

_ Not a whit less effective is the decora- 
tion of the Ville de Paris, next door. 
Here a large portico covers the entire 


‘| front of the building, divided into three 
| parts, each division being in one of the 


fiesta colors. The same scheme of dec- 
orating in solid colors is carried out in 
the large square pillars, but in the 
front of the portico, the familiar stripes 
appear, in combination with the na- 
‘tional colors, with battle axes and 
shields. In the windows the Stars and 
Stripes share the honors with the tri- 
color of France. 
The front of the Boston Store is coy- 
ered from sidewalk to roof with long 
streamers of the red, green and yellow, 
caught..into. fantastic shapes, and 
showing bravely against the back- 
ground of cream-colored stone; and the 
Bradbury Block is all a-flutter with 
bright s. The entrance to the 


| Chamber of Commerce is a dream, and 


an apt illustration of the eternal fitness 
of things. The walls are lined with 
the green stalks of bamboo, bordered 
swith moss and corn. .The ceiling is in 
gigantic diamonds of the fiesta colors, 
and the entrance itself is an arch of 
moss and bamboo, decorated with gar- 
lands of nuts stained red, and bristling 
with incandescent lights of red, green 
and yellow. 

On Spring street the decorations are 
rapidly taking shape, and the effect is 
already dazzling. The most elaborately- 
_trimmed buildings show skilled design- 
ing and careful work. Desmond shows 
a large square portieo, covering the 
sidewalk in front of the store. The 
awning is of the familiar fiesta colors, 
but the sides are pure white, with mas- 
sive gold lettering. The pillars are also 
white, with parti-colored bases, and the 
front is an artistic arrangement of the 
national and fiesta banners, masks and 
incandescent lights, against a white 
background. 

The Owl Drug Store shows great 
sweeps of drapery in the carnival col- 


‘make an effective finish to the yellow 
fittings of the store. The Hellman 
Block is fitted with handsome window 
draperies, the decoration of the drug 
store of Off & Vaughn being particu- 
Barker’s furni- 
ture store has a handsome fiesta awn- 
ing over the entrance, and elaborate 
window decorations in the national 
colors mingled with the red, green and 
yellow of the carnival. The Hoffman 
Café mingles Japanese lanterns with 
its draperies. 

The Hollenbeck has adorned its win 
dows with many gay stars, and bright 
little flags flutter from every coign of 
vantage. Over the entrance is the 
legend: ‘“H.M.M.B.A. Headquarters.” 
The whole front of the Jonathan Club 
building is covered with shields and 
banners, and here again the national 
colors send a reminder of patriotism 
through the gayety of the carnival 
time. The Ngdeau is a flutter of flags 
and pampas plumes, ahd Bartlett’s 
music store shows a window decoration 
that is particularly striking and 
unique. Jacoby’s and the People’s Store 
vie with each other in building hand- 
some porticds and massing effective 
window draperies, and the Bullard 
Block is dressing up in great style to 
celebrate its first carnival, 

On Main street the I.0.0.F. building 
shows an entire facade covered with 
arches and pointed effects in gay fiesta 
bunting, and the Turnverein Hall bris- 
tles with Japanese lanterns and the 
colors of America, Germany and La 
Fiesta. mingled in brilliant confusion. 
The Westminster is covered with gigan- 
tic carnival stars, and heavy sweeps of 


; color in the window draperies. 


THE CHINESE GETTING READY. 
_ In Chinatown there is much interest 
manifested in the week’s festivities. 
The dragon, that huge creature. sacred 
to the minds of the Orientals, has been 
unpacked and is being put together for 
use in the procession. Times re- 
porter was admitted yesterday to the 
large hall on Los Angeles street where 
the work is being done. With locked 
doors and bated breath, the workmen 
were diligently putting the various 
parts in place, while a score or more of 
their countrymen, of recognized stand- 
ing in the colony and known discretion, 
stood around in mute admiration of the 
* About one hun eet of the dra 
had been suspended and. the bénlen 
were being laid along -his.sinuous back: 
These were of embroidered. silk. with 


‘brass ormanents on each scale, and 


hoops at intervals -of a foot or more 
maintained the cylindrical appearance. 
The head, a huge and ugly thing, about 
which the most of the Chinamen were 
gathered, hung with jaws distended, 
from which a long vibrating tongue 
painted red protruded. The eyeballs 
were large and penetrating and the as- 
pes of the creature was such as would 

spire the average Chinaman with 


dread. Pink, green, white and black 
were the colors of the beast. It will be

in red. The outside draperies and awn- |, 


ors, studded with silver stars, which, 


carried by about forty Chinamen and 
their heads will be hidden by the sides 
of the creature while their feet will an- 
swer for locomotion. By walking from 
side to side'of the streets a sinuous 
movement will be produced, giving to 
the dragon the appearance of life and 
a wonderful degree of vitality. 

The huge monster was made in China 
and few in this country have ever seen 
it. On Chinese flags the brute is the 
central figure. It is an object of Or- 
ental adoration and in the absence of 
better gods might well scare evil-doers 
intg good behavior. This will be ‘the 
piece de resistance of the Chinese divis- 
ion in La Fiesta parade, but other fea- 
tures will prove of interest to behold- 
ers, notably the float in process of con- 
struction in Chinatown intended for the 
children. This will have a place of 
honor in the line, It is built in pyra- 
form, there being three steps for 
the children to sit on, and a canopy 
over all. Bunting in La Fiesta colors 
was being tacked on yesterday to con- 
ceal the framework. . 

Other small canopies, to be carried 
like Sedan chairs, covered with hand- 
carvings and gilded, were being given 
the finishing touches in a room just 
back from the plaza. These, too, were 
shown to the Times reporter, who was 
assured that the work would be ready 
in time for use in the procession. 

About $2000 worth of rich costumes 
and other things held in preparation 
for La’ Fiesta were burned in the joss 
house in Chinatown a few weeks ago. 


These cannot be replaced, but every}. 


possible effort will be put forth to make 


the Chinese section as creditable as in} 


previous festivals. Four Chinese bands 
will be in line and the various secret 
societies with their strange badges of 
authority, spears and battleaxes, all 
gilded and in themselves interesting as 
the insignia of barbaric organizations 
as far-reaching in their influence in the 
Orient as the Masons or Odd Fellows in 
the Occident. The Chinese commercial 
body will be in the procession, the Kong 
Ha Hong Company, the Long Kong 
Company, the Kong Go, the Bing Kong 
and the Hop Sing, all powerful com- 
panies, and the rank and file of the col- 
ony will appear in rich costumes 
brought from China. As in preceding 
years, the Chinese division will be one 
of the most fetching of the entire pro- 
cession. 


WATCH FOR THE MASKERS. 
At the call of the bugle at 1:30 o’clock 
this afternoon sixty jolly maskers in 
fetching costumes will emerge from the 


Hibernia building and take their places | 


behind Roncoavieri’s American Concert 
Band. They will be known during La 
Fiesta as ‘“‘the Queen’s Merry Maskers,”’ 


‘and they fully deserve the name they. 


adopted. Their costume will be after 
he fashion of the pierrots and they 
-will make themselves heard by their 
yell and fiesta’ whistle, with which 
every member will be provided. In 
their march around the city they will 
win the applause of the multitudes. 
From the Hibernia building they will 
proceed to the Jonathan Club, where 
they will be joined by the Fiesta Club, 
composed of Jonathans in striking cos- 
tumes, and a halt will be made to re- 
ceive the Commercial Travelers in 
mask and costume. | 

Promptly at 2 o’clock the command 
will be given at Hazard’s Pavilion to 
start on a marauding tour and to loot 
the principal places of business. A 
large number of maskers, not members 
of any fiesta club, will join the Merry 
Maskers and about three thousand will 
be in line. 

Headed by the band, they will pro-. 
ceed along the folloWmg streetS:-From. 
Fifth to Broadway, to Fourth, to Spring, 
to Third, to Broadway, to First, to 
Spring, along Spring to Temple Block, 
to Main, to First, to Spring, to Third, 
to Main, to Fourth, to Spring. 

Wherever the maskers spy a store 
where they think they can steal arti- 
cles of comfort for the Queen they will 
enter and help themselves. A large 
truck will accompany them, on which 
the various articles will be deposited. 
‘The march around the city will occupy 
about two hours, when the procession 
will be dismissed. 

THE QUEEN’S RECEPTION. 

At 8 o’clock this evening the great 
ceremonial exercises will commence at 
Hazard’s Pavilion. The Queen and her 
court will be formally presented to her 
loyal subjects and an address will be 
delivered by Hon. R. H. del Valle.

“Resolved, that the Water Supply 
Committee be instructed to confer with 
the officers of the City Water Com- 
pany, with a view to arriving at a rea- 
sonable purchase price for the plant of 
said company, and if such price can 
be agreed upon, to recommend a sub- 
mission of the matter to the people by 
way of a vote upon the issuance of 
bonds therefor.”

A CINCINNATI GENIUS. 

There once lived in Cincinnati a man 
of high scientific attainments. His con- 
tributions to scientific publications in 
Europe and America were learned and 
profound. Daniel Vaughan lived the 
life of a recluse and died an octogena- 
rian in the Old Men’s Home on Walnut 
Hills. He was a friend of the author 
of Etidorpha, and some of his solilo- 
quies, uttered in moments of abstrac- 
tion, are here rescued from oblivion. 
His apostrophe to gravitation is poet- 
ical, scientific, suggestive and thrilling:

Electricity and magnetism appear and 
disappear; like summer storms they 
move in diversified channels, or even 
turn and fiy from contact with some 
bodies, but thou gravitation, art omni- 
present and omnipotent. Thou createst 
motion, and yet maintainest the equilib- 
rium of all things mundane and celes- 
tial. To imagine a body déstitute of 
thy potency would be to bankrupt the 
material universe. O, gravitation, art 
thou a voice out of the beyond, and are 
other forces but echoes—tremulous re- 
verberations that start into life to vi- 
brate for a spell and die in the space 
caverns of the universe while thou con- 
tinuest supreme? 

“With thee, who holdest the universe 
together, space is not space, and there 
is no word expressing time, 

“Imperishable gravitation! thou art 
the ever-pervading, unalterable, but 
yet moving spirit of a cosmos of solemn 
mysteries. Art thou now, in unper- 
ceived force expressions, speaking to 
dumb humanity of other universes; of 
suns and vortices of suns; bringing 
tidings from the solar planets, or even 


unresolved nebulae, and spreading be- 
fore earth-bound minds each instant 
fresh tidings from without, that, in ig- 
norance, we cannot read? May not 
beings, perhaps like ourselves but 
higher in the scale of intelligence, those 
who people some of the planets about 
us, even now beckon and try to converse 
with us through thy subtle, ever-pres- 
ent self? And may not their efforts at 
communication fail because of our ig- 
norance of a language they can read?” 

At a meeting of the Chemical Society 
recently held in Cincinnati, Prof. 
Lioyd’s book was discussed by several 
prominent physicians. Dr. Alfred 
Springer, vice-president of the A.A.A, 
Science, said the chief merit of the 
book was that it opened new vistas of 
truth and proved that, after all, facts 
are stranger than fiction. Fancy can- 
not carve more weird figures in 
thought than nature has wrought in 
Objective matter. Prof. T. H. Norton 
said that the book forecasted the twen- 
tieth century, when much that is now 
in darkness will give place to light, Dr. 
J. D. Buck, the head of American the- 
osophists, thought the author had 
skillfully touched the borderland of 
matter and force. Prof. W. H. Vena- 
ble, the poet and lecturer of the Ohio 
Vailey, said scientists are prone to poke 
fun at literary folk, but if ever in rapt 
poet’s dream a tale was drawn as in 
this book he did not know where it 
was to be found. It stirs up thought 
and creates a desire to explore the mys- 
teries of nature. Prof. Lloyd claimed 
that his book was a cry for toleration— 
a pleading and a questioning. What- 
ever is, is natural, though at present 
many things are beyond our ken.

A writer in Lippincott’s states that 
when in ancient or imperial Rome a 
maiden was wedded according to con- 
farreation, she always Carried three 
ears of wheat in her hand, while over 
her head was broken a simple cake of 
far and mola salsa as a presage of 
plenty and an ample abundance of the 
good things of life. 

In this primitive custom, then, we see 
the germ from which grew the elaborate 
plum loaves and daintily beribboned 
boxes of luscious richness that form so 
conspicuous feature of our marriage 
feasts today. 

The bridal wreath of an early Eng- 
lish bride was likewise fashioned of 
bearded (and sometimes gilded) 
wheaten spikes, while on her return 
from church corn and other cereals were 
showered upon her and then carefully 
gathered up and consumed by the wed- 
ding guests. In this also we recognize a 
rude ancestor of a modern fashion—that 
of sending a newly-married pair off in a 
small blizzard of hard, showy rice. 

In course of time, however, the golden 
grain was ground, and made into large 
thin, dry biscuits, which were gayly 
shattered above the blushing bride’s 
flowing locks, and then distributed 
among the bystanders. To this day, 
too, in some portions of Highland Scot- 
land it is still customary for the best 
man and first bridesmaid to break an 
oatmeal cake over @ young wife as she 
crosses the threshold of the first house 
entered after the marriage ceremony.

DELEGATES TO STATE CONVEN- 
TION ELECTED YESTERDAY. 


Three Members of the State Cen- 
tral Committee Also Designated, 


A Ptatform and Resolutions 


Adopted — Free-harbor Proposi- 
tion Indorsed. 


The County Convention of the Peo- 
ple’s Party was held in this city yes- 
terday, for the purpose of selecting 
three members of the State Central 
Committee, and of electing sixteen dele- 
gates to the State convention. E. M. 
Wardall was elected temporary chair- 


man, B. W. Reed, secretary, and F. 
Baker, assistant secretary. 


The following Committee on Plat- 
form and Resolutions was appointed: 
A. R. Sprague, chairman; W. L. Moore, 


I. E. Wright and Louis Luckel. 


J. O. Blakeley, R. E. Curran, G. A. 
Fudikar and Messrs. Hollister’ and 
Rice were appointed a Committee on 
Permanent Organization and Order of 
Business, and C. 0, Hawley, F. C. 
Wheeler, A. K. Coward and two others 
were designated as a Committee on 
Credentials. The first-named on each 


committee acted as chairman. 


The Committee on Credentials made 
@ partial report before adjournment, 
but a recess was taken, shortly before 
noon, until 2 p.m., in order to allow 


time for committee work. 


During the recess the County Central 
Committee met, holding a meeting at 
1 p.m., at which time W. 8S. Fawcett 
was elected chairman, J. O. Blakeley, 
vice-chairman, and 8. E. Fulton, secre- 


tary of that body. 


On reassembling at 2 o’clock, the tem- 
porary organization was made perma- 
nent. E. M, Wardall, W. L. Moore and

The platform declared for direct legis- 


lation, the free and unlimited coinage 
of gold and silver at the ratio of 16 to 
1, the repeal of the national banking 
law, the conversion of national bank 
notes 1.1to notes issued directly by the 
United States treasury, for. govern- 
ment ownership and control of the 
means of communication and ‘transpor- 
tion, the establishment of postal sav- 
ings banks, and the enactment of laws 
securing true reciprocity in trade. | 
Numerous resolutions were intro- 
duced -and adopted without dissension. 
They embodied declarations condemn- 
ing the administration for the issuance 


of bonds to buy gold for the payment of | 


debts payable in coin; condemning the 
present House of Representatives as 
equally guilty for the passage of the 
bond bill; commending the action of 
Populist representatives in Congress in 
maintaining a firm stand in the inter- 
ests of the whole people against the 
merciless greed of the bond purchasers 
of Lombard and Wall streets and their 
allies in Washington. 


In local polities, the convention de- 


clared in favor of such action as tends 
to secure the best public service, re- 
gardless of national party lines; in- 
dorsed the proposed eleventh amend- 
ment of the State Constitution of Cali- 
fornia; opposed fusion with any party 
or organization whose platform should 
be in opposition to the fundamental 
principles of the . People’s - party, as 
enunciated in the Omaha platform, but 
cordially welcoming all elements will- 
ing to work with the Populists on prin- 
ciples of reform. ba 
Further declaration was made, recog- 
nizing in the management of all com- 
mittees the principles of the imperative 
mandate. The convention expresséd its 
unalterable opposition to denial of tria] 
by jury, and the institution of govern- 
ment by injunction. ~ | 
Resolutions were also adopted, favor- 
ing the preservation and improvement 
of the pyblic-school system, and oppos- 


ing all sectarian action or influence } 


with relation to the public schools. 
A positive stand was taken on the 
harbor question, the resolution pre- 


sented on that subject being adopted 


unanimously. It declared that the 
People’s party of Los Angeles is unal- 
terably opposed to any appropriation 
for the construction of a harbor by the 


government that shall not be free to 
all the people. 


The action of Congressman McLach- 
lan, in seeking faverable legislation for 
the improvement of the arid lands, was 
also commended, 

The convention adjourned, subject to 
oe call of the County Central Commit-

The World’s Biggest Watch. 


(New York World:) The largest watch 
in the world was made in London for 
William Wilkens of Baltimore. It is 


kept by his son as an heirloom. 


Mr. Wilkens was an odd man in many 
ways. One of his peculiar desires was 
to possess things that were entirely 
different from .other’ things in the 
world. His big watch was a manifesta- 
tion of this trait. It cost him $2500. 
He ordered it in 1866, but it was not 
finished until 1869. The massive gold 
chain, to which it was attached, 
weighs four pounds and cost $800. It 
was made in this country. 

. The watch—a repeater—weighs two 
pounds lacking an ounce. The hunt- 
ing case is of eighteen-karat gold and 
is seven-eighths of an inch thick. The 
white enamel dial is four inches in 
diameter, The case is elaborately en- 
graved inside and outside, the design 
on the front representing Mr. Wilkens’s 
Baltimore factory and residence. The 
engraving on the back represents Mr. 
Wilkens and his favorite old white 
horse, for which he had as much affec- 
tion as it is possible for one to have 


for a dumb animal. 


Mr. Wilkens, who was very wealthy 
when he died, began life in-anm humble 
way. He started business by wheeling 
home in a barrow the hair and bristles 
which he gathered at the Baltimore 
‘plaughter-houses, there sorting and 
preparing them for market. The busi- 
ness grew steadily and Mr. Wilkens 
purchased a horse and wagon, aban- 
doning the wheelbarrow. The horse, 
however, was never. deserted. When it 
became too old to work it was cared 
for tenderly, and when it died its 
owner purchased®a plot of ground op- 
posite his residence and buried it there. 
When his huge watch was made he 
gave his faithful old horse equal promi- 
nence with himself in the engraving on 
the case. Mr. Wilkens carried:this big 
watch to the day of his death. The 
chain, which is about four feet long, 
was worn about his neck. He had an 
extra pocket made in each of his vests 
to hold the watch. Some idea of the 
immensity of the timepiece may be 
gained by knowing that the largest 
watch now occasionally ‘manufactured 
for the trade has a case two inches 
wide and a dial one and three-quarter 
inches wide. The diameter of the 
watch is nearly four and a quarter 


inches.

ROGUES OR CHUMPS. 


ELECTION INSPECTORS WHO MADE 
IMPROPER RETURNS. 


Some One Was Careless or Some 
One Else Has Played a Sharp 
Trick—A Great Sensation in 
Pasadena. 


a 


At the meeting of the City Council 
today a sensation developed when Mr. 
Dyer brought up the envelopés sup- 
posed to contain the election returns 
from the recent municipal election. Mr. 
Clapp was appointed clerk to count 
the returns in order that-the board 
might make the canvass required by 
law. 

The red seal was broken on the first 
packet and the poll list brought forth, 
when lo, it was found that in the first 
precinct the intelligent inspectors had 
failed to make any certificate. what- 
ever of any ballots being cast for any- 
body at all. | 

The Trustees were in a quandry and 
the City Attorney departed to consult 
authorities. 

The second precinct envelope was 
opened and the poll lists and tally 
sheets were found to be correctly certi- 
fied and all according to law, but when 
the third precinct envelope was opened, 
a persevering search failed to discover 
anything but a few registration cards 
and a copy of the Great Register. A 
blank look of surprise was visible on the 
faces of the Trustees and of the audi- 
ence, and then people begin to say to 
one another ,““When was Pasadena made 
a part of the United States, anyway?” 
and other derisive remarks of the like 
circulated about the room. , 

The fourth and fifth precincts were 
found to be all right, but the sixth pre- 
cinct was such a puzzler that the City 
Attorney, who returned at this. stage, 
declared that it was too much for him, 
and asked an adjournment until 7 


| o’clock that he might come to some 


conclusion. 

The returns for the sixth precinct, 
instead of being sealed in the envelope 
furnished the inspectors and required by 
law, were done up in a brown paper 
and tied with a string, upon which a 
modicum of sealing wax had been 
placed, the inspector, when he deliv- 
ered it to the clerk, declaring that the 
envelope was too small. 


SUSPICION OF FRAUD. 


Expressions of disgust were plainly 
audible all over the room and there 
was some suggestion of fraud, inten- 
tionally perpetrated. Some facetious 
remarks were made anent the inspec- 
tors, but as they were selected impar- 
tially, it seems almost certain that the 
complications were the result of a mis- 
understanding of the law. 

_Tt is the first time. in the history of 
Pasadena that any such irregularities 
have occurred in making returns. As 
it is obligatory that the new Council 
and other officers should take their 
places today, the quandary of the Trus- 


tees was a painful one. The tefm of | 


the old officers expiring today, unless 
the question is decided Pasadena will 
be for the nonce without a city’ gov- 
ernment. 

When the board met this evening, pur- 
suant to the notice given that it would 
consider the election returns at 7 
o’clock, ‘City Attorney Arthur notified 
the Trustees that he had carefully con- 
sidered the matter, and consulted 


the authorities, and that, in his opin-. 
ion, the returns from the first precinct 
were not before the board, in that the 
| inspectors had failed to certify to the 
‘number of votes cast for the different 
candidates, naming the offices for which 


they were to be elected, and had thus

It was decided by the board that, 
while regretting the condition of affairs, 
they had no alternative but to settle 
the canvass according to the advice of 
the City Attorney, with full confidence 
that the courts would go behind their 
returns, and count the ballots, deciding 
in the interests of right and justice.

MILLING BUSINESS DEPRESSED. 


The depression which. has prevailed for. 


some time in the milling business, es- 
pecially in the Western States, has 
been the cause of much anxiety and 
comment. An eastern commercial pa- 
per, speaking on the subject, says: “Of 
all the different lines of business in 
this country today that are suffering 


for want 6f profits, among the most 


conspicuous is no doubt the milling 
businéss. Conspicuous, not only be- 
cause it is one of the largest, or be- 
cause its products: come more directly 


into use among the people; but conspic- 


uous because of the apparent anomaly 


‘in the condition. Of all business in 


this country it would appear that of 
making flour should be.one of the 
most prosperous. Here we have a line 
of business, manufacturing a commod- 
ity of universal use. Making it right out 
of the wheat that grows at their very 
doors; turning it out of mills made af- 
ter the most modern patterns and by 
men. known to be the best millers, the 
most willing workers on earth, ac- 
knowledged to be such; managed by 
men who are business men from the 
ground up. And yet no lines of busi- 
ness today are suffering from greater 
apparent evil.” 


BANKRUPTCY BILL. The following 
synopsis of the new bankruptcy bill 
which is to be reported to the House 
of Representatives is published by the 
New’ York Merchants’ Review: “The 
new bankruptcy bill, about to be re- 
ported to the Housé of Representatives, 
provides that involuntary bankruptcy 
may be forced only when a debtor (1) 
absconds or conceals himself for four 
months with intent to defraud; or (2) 
has failed, if his property»is levied on 
for $500 or more, he being insolvent, to 
release the property; or (3) makes. a 
transfer of some of his property for 


the purpose of defrauding his creditors 


and not regained the same within ten 
days; or (4) makes an assignment; or 
(5) while insolvent permits a prefer. 
ence operating for ten days; or (6) per- 
mits a fraudulent judgment; or (7) has 
for ten days secreted his property with 
intent to defraud; or (8) suffers execu- 
tions for $500 to be returned ‘No prop- 
erty found,” or (9) while insolvent has 
suspended and has not resumed for 
thirty days, and until a petition is filed; 
the payment of his commercial paper 
for $500 or more.”

SUMMARY. 


Elephants Make Good Food. 

(New York Journal:) The flesh of 
the elephant is eaten in ifs entirety 
by several of the African tribes. A de«. 
tail of the process of butchering the 
animal is not pleasant reading. The 
tools used are the assegai and hatchets, 
The. rough outer skin is first removed 
in large sheets. Beneath this is a sub- 
cuticle, a pliable membrane, from 
which the natives make water 
The elephant yields large quantities o 
fat, used in cooking their. sun-dried: 
biltong, or dried strips of elephant’s 
flesh, and also in: the preparation of 
vegetables. African explorers of the 
Caucasian race agree that one pert of 
the elephant’s carcass, when properly 
cooked, is a succulent dish that will 
regale the most delicate taste. This 
strangely, is the first joint 
of the leg, below the knee; which one 
would suppose to be the toughest por: 
tion of the animal. 

To prepare the joint a hole three feet 
deep is dug in the earth, and the sides 
of it are baked hard by means of large 
live coals. “Most of the coals are then 
taken out, and the elephant’s foot is 
placed in the crude oven. The whole 
is then filled with dirt, tightly packed, 
and a blazing fire is built on top:.which 
is kept replenished for three hours. 


e41 The’ foot is thus evenly baked, and 


when done, instead of strong, tough 
meat fiber, it is of a gelatinous consist- 


‘ency that may be eaten with a spoon. _» 


The Kaffirs esteem this their greatest

is the. occasion of a merry-making that 
suggests the possum feast’of slavery 
days in the south. 


Rare and Curious Postage Stamps. 
‘(The Pathfinder:) The government 
now makes about fourteen denomina- 
tions of postage stamps. They are the 
1, 2 3, 4, 5, 6.7, 8, 10, 15.and 60-cent 


| stamps, and the $1, 2 and $5.denomina- 


tions. Very few people in the postal 
service ever can tell you the use of the 
$2.and $5.varieties, however, for really 
they rarely have any other use than 
the gratification of the whimsical taste 
of stamp collectors. Besides these pos- 
tage stamps there are made what are 
known as the “periodical stamps’— 
that is, stamps with which newspaper 
publishers prepay the postage on their 
editions at pound rates. These are 
never sold, but attached to the stubs 
of the receipts which are given to the 
publishers for the money paid for 
postage on the publications.. Not even 
a publisher can buy them, and they 
never pass into the possession of the 
unofficial public. They are made in 
denominations which range all the way 
from 1 cent to $100. -Besides these are 
made the “postage due” and special 
delivery stamps. mie 

The bureau keeps on’ hand a store of 
stamps equal to almost any emergency. 
There are now in its vaults more than 
250,000,000, and the manufactory is run- 
ning on full time. Last year: there 
were produced nearly 2,500,000,000, and 
yet, with the constantly increasing de- 
mand no cessation in the creation of 
supply is possible. It is estimated that 
stamps cost the government something 
like 5 cents a thousand. Receipts from 
the sale of them last year were, on an 


‘average, more than $1,000,000 a month.

POMONA. 


Christian Science Unpopular—Ulber 
Goes to Jail. 


POMONA April 20.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) The doctrine that teaches 
that prayer alone is curative for sick 
and diseased people is not popular in 
Pomona Valley. Julius E. Ulber, the 
artist who says that all physicians are 
but fooling with the will of the Al- 
mighty, and that numerous and ardent 
prayers are the best of medicine for 
dying people, was tried before Justice 
Barnes this morning and sentenced to 
bay a fine of $50 or to go to jail for 
fifty days. It will be remembered that 
two weéks ago Mr. Ulber’s 56-year-old 
boy was taken with diphtheria, and 
when the kindly neighbors wanted to 
have a physician called in, or at least 
0 have .some medical aid given the 
little sufferer, Ulber refused .to let any- 
one come across the threshold of his 
house, and angrily scorned the use of 
any medicine. e said that he was a 
Christian Scientist and that prayer was 
all he wanted in his house. When the 
poor little boy died in a burning fever 
and the fatal membrane of diphtheria 
had closed across the child’s throat and 
strangled it to death, Ulber quietly ap- 
plied for a coffin for burying the dead 
boy. The undertaker suspected some- 
thing wrong and summoned Coroner 
Campbell. The coroner's jury rendered 
& verdict of death from criminal neg- 
lect by Julius E. Ulber. When Ulber 
was tried today he declined the serv- 
ices of-a lawyer; He and his wife ad- 
mitted the facts, as above stated. Dr. 
R. E. Campbell testified that the post- 
mortem examination of the child showed 
that death had resulted from diph- 
theria. That closed the trial. Justice 
Barnes found that Ulber was guilty of 
a misdemeanor and, with a few words 
upon’ the wickedness of permitting a 
little innocent child to languish unto 
death in a community of charatible peo- 
ple, as in Pomona, without taking even 
the simplest remedy for the saving of 
human life, he sentenced Ulber as above 
stated. 

Ulber has all along declared his wil- 
lingness to pose as a martyr in jail or 
prison for his fidelity to the doctrines 
of Christian Science, and it is believed 
he will go to jail for the fifty days. He

On calling there, 
the reporter was infomed that Erd- 
mann was not so seriously injured 6s 
had at first been feared, and that he 
‘would be able to go out next day. 

Yesterday the plot began to thicken. 
Some things developed which were 
strange indeed. F. C.. Erdmann, the 
man who was run down by a milk 
wagon, and nearly killed at midnight, 
at 1 o’clock Sunday morning had been 
seen by One who knew him well, riding 
along Spring street on a bicycle, as

Surprised by these strange things, a 
Times reporter yesterday afternoon 
went to the grocery store in which Erd- 
mann works, and asked to see that in- 
dividual. A young man with a knobby 
nose stepped from behind the counter 
and announced that he was F. C. Erd- 
mann. Erdmann and Edmunds were 
one and the same person! The unfor- 
tunate man, from the bone of whose 
arm the muscles had been totn loose 
by the shafts of a milk wagon Sunday 
morning, twenty minutes later had re- 
covered sufficiently to mount his wheel 
—which had just been in a collision— 
and ride up to the Times office in order 
to graphically describe the accident. 
That certainly beats attending one’s 
own funeral! D. C. Edmunds was sim- 
ply the alias of an unspeakable liar. 

A little investigation cleared up the 
mystery. 

About two years ago Erdmann mar- 
ried a charming young girl, the daugh- 
ter of W. W. Scott, a farmer who lives 
near Anaheim. (‘Within three months 
the fellow began to complain and find 
fault with his wife.

Whisky of Potatoes. 


(Chicago Tribune:) -The enormous 
overproduction of potatoes last sum- 
mer will probably result in the estab- 
lishment of potato distilleries in -Wis- 
consin, Minnesota and Michigan, where 
the tuber, can be bought for 5 cents a 
bushel or less. Potato whisky is made 
and consumed on a large scale in Ger- 
many and Austria, and every traveler 
in. Ireland is offered a sample of “‘po- 
teen.” Few, except the natives, ever 
have the courage to do more than look 
at it. However, small quantities of ‘‘po- 
teen”” are imported into the United 
States and stuff bearing that name, 
and probably equally. as effective as 
the genuine, can be had in every city. 

The American’ distillers have not ex- 
perimented much with potatoes. They 
say the potato flavor is not relished by 
men used to the Kentucky, Maryland, 
Pennsylvania or Tennessee article. A 
$50,000 plant is being erected at Man- 
awa, Wis., according to press dis- 
patches, to use up part of the surplus 
crop of 1895. The venture is being 
watched by other distillers, and if it 
proves successful corn will have a for- 
midable rival. It is estimated 297,000,- 
000 bushels of potatoes. were sold -or 
housed last year, compared with 170,- 
000,000 bushels in 1894. Many States not 
specially adapted to potato raising went 
into the market;\and as a result pota- 
toes are now selling here to peddlers | 
at 12 or 14 cents a bushel, and choice : 


stock is going in small lots at 25 cents. | 


It is believed the planting in 1896 will 
be less than in1895, but not in the great 
potato States—New York, Pennsylva- 
nia, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Michigan, 
Tilinois and Colorado, If distillers can 
rol potatoes they can always find re- 
stock at low prices as the starch 
manufacturers do,
